The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year.  The  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  1963 
is  shown  in  the  first  column  for  comparison. 
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There  were  37  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  53  the  previous  year, 
giving  a death  rate  of  12.5  compared  with  13.78  in  1963?  and  11.3  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Thirty  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  65  years  and  over.  Four  deaths 
were  due  to  cancer  but  there  was  none  due  to  lung  cancer  compared  to  1 in  1963. 

Eleven  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  and  1 due  to  hypertension  with  heart  disease.  Coronary  disease,  angina 
and  other  heart  diseases  caused  11  deaths  and  2 were  due  to  other  circulatory 
diseases. 

Pneumonia  accounted  for  1 death  and  bronchitis  for  1 death,  both  of  these 
we re  in  persons  over  the  age  of  75  years.  There  was  1 death  due  to  a motor  vehicle 
accident,  and  2 deaths  were  due  to  other  accidents. 

Still-Births. 

The  Still-Birth  rate  (per  1,000  live  and  still-births)  was  NIL  compared 
with  23.26  in  1963  and  16.3  for  England  and  Wales.  The  actual  number  of  still-births 
was  Nil  compared  with  1 in  the  previous  year. 

Infant  Deaths. 


The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  55.5  compared  with  23.81  in  1963  and  20.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  actual  number  of  deaths  was  2,  one  occurring  in  a baby  aged  9 days  and 
was  due  to  prematurity  and  circulatory  failure  and  the  other  in  a baby  aged  2 
days  which  was  born  very  prematurely.  Death  was  unavoidable  in  both  cases. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  giving  a maternal  mortality  of  Nil  compared  with 
0.25  for  England  and  Wales.

1 case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  in  a person  over  the  age  of 
65  years. 


There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  compared  with  2 the  previous 
year.  One  case  of  suspected  Food  Poisoning  was  notified. .This  case  was  followed 
up  but  no  food  remained  to  be  sent  for  examination  and  the  General  Practitioner 
had  received  a report  from  the  Laboratory  that  no  organisms  were  present  in  the 
stools.  No  other  person  in  the  family  was  affected  and  it  would  seem  that  after 
investigation  this  was  not  a case  of  Food  Poisoning. 

2 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  children  aged  4-5  years.  Both 
children  attended  the  primary  school  but  no  other  cases  followed. 

5 cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  removed  from  the  Register  during  the  year,  1 
patient  having  left  the  area  and  4 recovered.

BRUCELLA 


This  is  a disease  known  also  as  Undulant  Fever  and  Malta  Fever  and  is 
characterised  by  fever,  headache,  weakness,  chilliness  and  generalised  aching. 

Cases  occur  amongst  consumers  of  unpasteurised  mi  k or  milk  products  and  the  usual 
reservoir  of  infection  in  this  country  is  infected  cows. 

One  case  of  Brucella  occurred  in  a patient.  The  County  Sanitary  Officer  was 
contacted  regarding  the  milk  supply  and  he  sent  samples  for  biological  examination 
from  3 farms.  Unfortunately  the  tests  on  the  guinea  pigs  proved  to  be  unsatisfact- 
ory and  further  samples  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  but  again  I received  the 
information  that  there  were  no  guinea  pigs  available  for  the  tests. 
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PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISUSES 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  against  various  diseases  were  continued  during 
the  year  as  follows  2- 

Against  Poliomeylitis 

Sabin  (oral)  vaccine  was  used  throughout  the  County  as  this  gives  better 
immunity  than  Salk  Vaccine.

Against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Babies  from  the  age  of  3 months  are  given  the  Triple  Antigen.  A Booster  dose 
against  these  three  diseases  is  given  when  the  child  is  aged  between  18  months  and 
2 years  with  booster  doses  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  given  when  the  child 
enters  school*  i.e.  at  the  age  of  5 years  and  again  at  10  years  of  age.

Children  who  were  found  to  be  positive  were  referred  for  X-ray  examination 
or  to  the  Chest  Clinic  to  make  sure  that  they  were  free  from  tuberculosis. 
Contacts  to  those  found  to  be  positive  were  also  followed  up  either  by  skin 
testing  or  mass  X~ray  examination. 

Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

The  Unit  did  not  visit  the  area  during  the  year. 

Care  of  the  Aged . 

Action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,194S  was  taken  in 
one  instance.  This  was  a case  of  a man  aged  over  80  years  who  was  already 
resident  in  the  Welfare  Home  at  Dolanog.  When  the  residents  were  moved  to  the 
new  home  at  Abergele , he  refused  to  go.  When  I saw  him  he  was  infirm  and  had 
fallen  and  injured  his  nose.  He  was  sleeping  in  a stable  under  the  most 
insanitary  conditions  and  did  not  appear  to  be  feeding  himself.  He  refused  all 
help  and  action  was  taken  under  the  Act  of  1951  and  he  was  removed  to  Abergele. 
Application  for  his  retention  at  the  home  was  made  to  the  Court  on  two  occasions. 
He  settled  down  well  at  the  Home  and  is  quite  happy  there. 

Meals  on  Wheels. 


This  matter  xras  fully  discussed  by  the  Council  and  with  representatives  of  the 
W.V.S.  and  it  was  decided  there  was  no  real  necessity  for  this  service  in  the  town. 

However,  I feel  sure  this  matter  should  be  kept  in  mine . Old  people  often 
do  not  bother  to  feed  themselves  properly  and  become  less  capable  of  looking  after 
themselves  or  their  homes. 

In  towns  where  Meals-on-Wheels  function,  great  pleasure  Is  derived  from  the 
visit  of  the  person  bringing  the  meal  and  old  people  look  forward  to  the  meal 
and  to  the  social  contact. 

SEWERAGE 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sewage.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  proposed  scheme  for  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Plas-yn-Dre 
mentioned  in  last  Year's  report  will  be  commenced  in  1965.  The  Council's  Consulting 
Engineers  are  almost  ready  to  invite  tenders  for  the  proposed,  works. 

The  Betws  Road  Extension  Scheme,  which  involves  pumping  of  sewage  into  the 
existing  sewers  has  commenced.  850  feet  of  6"  has  already  been  laid,  and  1450  feat 
of  3"  delivery  main  from  the  pump  house  to  the  existing  sewers.  Properties  in 
this  area  previously  on  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  are  now  in  the  process  of  being 
connected  up  to  the  new  sewer  extension,  which  will  also  serve  37  proposed  new 
properties  in  the  Beti^s  Road  private  housing  development  scheme. 

The  Council  are  also  investigating  a proposed  housing  development  at  Plas  Isaf, 
to  the  north  of  the  town,  and  the  desirability  of  connecting  this  area  to  the 
town's  sewers. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


We  ter  is  obtained  from  Crafnant  Lake  and  Llyn  Conwy.  The  latter  supply 
serves  Taf'arn  Fedw  and  some  properties  in  Abergele  Road. 

Ten  samples  of  water  from  the  Council’s  mains  were  submitted  for  bacteriol- 
ogical examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway.  Eight  samples  were 
reported  as  Class  1 - Satisfactory.  The  other  two  samples  taken  from  the  same 
tap  were  reported  as  Class  2 and  3 - Unsatisfactory.  No  sample  of  water  was 
submitted  for  chemical  analysis.  The  administration  and  control  of  the  water 
supply  will  be  transferred  to  the  West  Denbighshire  and  West  Flintshire  Water 
Board  in  1965. 

Scavenging,  and  Refuse  Disposal . 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  one  "Karris r"  Bantam 
low  loading  metal  covered  vehicle.  A weekly  collection  is  maintained  throughout 
the  urban  area. 


The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plas-ynDre  fields  and  is  controlled  by  depositing 
layers  of  soil  on  the  tip  surface.  This  work  is  done  approximately  every  three 
days  by  means  of  a Ferguson  tractor  with  high  lift  loading  shovel.  No  complaint 
was  received  during  the  year.

on  Mondays , Tuesday,  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays,  Slaughtering  outside  these 
times  is  notified  separately  by  the  butchers.  There  is  no  Sunday  slaughtering. 
It  can  be  said  that  there  is  good  co-operation  between  the  butchers  and  the 
Council  in  an  effort  to  keep  within  the  scheduled  times  of  slaughtering. 

The  work  involves  some  overtime  on  the  part  of  the  inspector,  but  this 
is  mainly  due  to  having  other  duties  to  attend  to  and  not  to  the  fact  that 
slaughtering  is  conducted  outside  slaughtering  hours.

The  sanitary  conditions  at  the  9 licensed  premises  within  the  area  were 
generally  satisfactory.  No  action  was  necessary. 

Camping 

There  are  two  camping  sites  licensed  within  the  Urban  District  consisting 
of  nine  caravans , occupied  during  the  summer  months  only.  The  sites  are  served 
with  the  town’s  watery  but  are  not  connected  to  the  town's  sewer.  The  refuse 
is  collected  weekly.  Sanitary  conditions  on  the  sites  have  been  satisfactory. 
No  action  was  necessary. 


Public  Convenie nee s . 

The  Public  Conveniences  are  cleaned  and  disinfected  daily.  The  conveniences 
in  Ancaster  Square  were  demolished  along  with  the  old  Town  Hall.  The  new 
conveniences  at  Plas-yn-Dre  and  Wellington  Place  are  each  visited  three  times 
and  cleaned  daily.  The  Council  are  also  investigating  the  siting  of  new 
conveniences  at  the  Recreation  Ground  to  replace  the  existing  lavatories  whi#h 
have  become  most  inadequate  in  the  summer  season  ^ue  to  the  increased  influx 
of  visitors  to  the  riverside.

HOUSING 

There  are  840  dwelling  houses  in  the  Urban  Area  according  tc  the  Hate 
Books  at  31st  December,  1964.  Of  these,  259  are  Council  Houses.  Twenty  new 
Council  houses  were  built  in  1964  and  six  new  houses  were  built  by  private 
enterprise.  The  Council  anticipate  a need  for  a further  100  houses  within 
the  next  five  years.  With  this  figure  in  view  it  is  proposed  to  build  in  the 
next  two  years  a further  forty  houses. 

Two  Closing  Orders  and  seventeen  Demolition  Orders  in  accordance  with 
Sections  17  end  IS  Housing  Act  1957  were  made  during  the  year.
